Over 1,580,000 Have Been Sown to Wheat and Oats 
an Increase of 388, 282 Over Last Year’s Acreage 


Crop statistics as completed by the 
depatrinent of agriculture indicate that 
the areas sown to wheat and oats 
alone are greater this year than the 
total of the acreage fron: whieh erops 
were harvested in 1910, and that all 
along the line, not only is the actual 
acreage increase phenomenal, bul the 
conditions of the crops are such that 
a yield exceeding by a very wide mar- 
gin the yield per acre in 1910 may be 
expected, The total acreage under 
crop this year is 1,900,000, of which 
705,845 is sown to oats, 672,754 to 


spring wheat, and 188,444 to winter 
Wheal. This gives a total of no less 
than 4,581,543 in wheat and oats,

The case resolved itself into a question as to whether the 
musicians were artists or laborers, and Magistrate Kingsford dis- 
missed the case on the finding that they were not laborers. 

This finding is not without interest in Edmonton at the present 
time.

Alberta’s Opportunity 
To Make a Municipal Law 


Hon. C. R. Mitchell, attorney-general, is calling a meeting of 
the mayors of the several Alberta cities for the purpose of getting 
from them their ideas of the features which should be incorporated in 
the general municipal act which is slated to be passed at the next 
session of t he legislature. 

In this connection it is pointed out that a general act will be

In view of the fact that Edmonton has appointed commissioners 
while Calgary has elected commissioners, that while Edmonton will 
be within a very short time taxing land only, Calgary assesses build- 
ings at one-half their value, and that while Strathcona is working on 
the council committee system, Medicine Hat and Lethbridge have 
a system which is different from all the others, it is not at all likely 
that a meeting of the mayors or even of the legislature is likely to 
evolve a model charter which will be acceptable to all. 

Which prompts the question of: Why not give the cities home 
rule? 

As the matter stands now, the cities of Alberta are all governed 
according to charters, each separately framed and granted, upon 
application, by the legislature. One city wants one set of funda- 
mental regulations and another city wants another. None corres- 
pond. When a city discovers, as Edmonton has discovered, that 
its charter is unworkable, it must go to the legislature for a change. 

Municipal charters, to a large extent, are very much like the state 
constiiutions in United States. 

The greatest advantage which the British system of government 
has over that in vogue in United States is that British governments 
are not bound by hard and fast constitutions made by men now dead. 
When a British province, such as Alberta, wants a law—for a glaring 
example take the Workmen’s Compensation act—the legislature 
passes the law and the law which the legislature passes is the law 
and there is no constitutional reason to prevent its enforcement. 
But when a state, such as the great and powerful Empire State of 
New York, with its six million people, undertakes to pass a work- 
men’s compensation act, a supreme court of three men set it aside 
on the grounds that it is unconstitutional. 

The difference is that the British provinces have home rule under 
which they make their law within their powers, as they go along, 
while the states have a constitution under which every law is subject 
to constitutional limitations. That public sentiment may be over- 
whelmingly in favor of the law which proves to be unconstitutional 
has no bearing on the case at all. The only way to get the law into 
force is to secure an amendment to the constitution made by men 
who could have not the slightest conception of the requirements of 
a time a century subsequent to their demise. 

Just so with municipal charters. 

The charters granted to cities provide that certain things can 
be done and certain others cannot be done. The citizens of the city 
have no option in the matter. The charter is there, and to carry 
out the desires of the citizens where these desires collide with the 
charter it is necessary to go to the legislature for a change in the 
charter. 

Oregon improves on this system immensely. In Oregon the 
municipalities have home rule. Ifa city desires to change its system 
it does so by the mere formality of passing a law by popular vote. 
Instead of cluttering the legislature year after year, as Edmonton 
and Calgary and Lethbridge and Strathcona have done, with amend- 
ments to their charters, Oregon municipalities pass their own 
amendments and make or remake their own charters. 

Manifestly, where a municipality is competent to. decide for 
itself what changes it desires in its municipal government it should 
not be necessary to go to the legislature for consent, always provid- 
ing that the rights of other municipalities or the province are not 
infringed. 

Therefore, in framing a general incorporation act, the act giving 
the municipalities the widest latitude should be the most satisfactory 
act. There are some general principles which would require to be 
set down, just as some general principles are set down in the auton- 
omy acts under which the provinces derive their powers. 

For instance, no municipality could well object to a general 
regulation regarding school accommodation, a general law regulating 
borrowing powers, a general law prohibiting bonusing, a general 
annexation or extension law by which municipalities could merge or 
extend their boundaries, a general law governing the right to vote 
and a general law governing the granting of franchises to public 
service corporations. 

All these things and many other principles might well be set 
down in a general municipalities act, but beyond general principles 
it is clear that the powers could well be left with the voters of the 
municipalities. 

Certainly if Edmonton at the present time desired to adopt the 
Calgary commissioner system or if Calgary desired to adopt the Ed- 
monton system, it should not be necessary to waste the time of thie 
legislature with the matter when the decision could be better and 
more representatively reached by a vote of the citizens of the city 
which desired to make the change. 

Alberta has the opportunity at the present time to make a 
municipal act which will be second to none in America, but the 
opportunity will be lost if the attempt is made to place all the city 
charters of the province together and evolve from these a composite 
charter which will apply to all cities alike.

Harry Whitney the man who accom- 
panied Gook on his aretic expedition in 
search of the north pole and who was 
prominent ins the controversy arising 
between Coek and Peary regarding the 
discovery of the. pole by: the former 
came to Edmonton yesterday morning 
and left on the early train today for 
Edson, Accompanied by two compan- 
ions, John H,. Inman and F, M, Garne- 
rie, both of New York, Mr. Whitney 
will spend a couple of months in the 
mountains, fishing and exploring the 
unknown streams of the Rockies. 

At Edson they will meet John War- 
ren who for many years ran a pack out- 
fit in Colorado, Ile wiil guide the 
party on their trip through the moun- 
tans, On more than one oceasion he 
has acted as guide to Mr. Whitney on 
trips of big game hunting expeditions 
through the Roekies in Colorado. 


This is’ Mr. Whitney's first trip 
through Western Canada, Several 


ots ago he visited Winnipeg but did 

come west of there. Six years of 
When 
Peary made his dash for the pole Mr. 
Whitney was with the Esquimaux for 
eighteen months at Etah on the coast 
of Greenland, 

During his stay at this post he he- 
came thoroughly familiar wi'h the 
manner of livisg of the Esquimaux, [le 
found them very wasteful of game and 
they were rapidly killing off all the big 
game in the country. Following up a 
Jarge herd of caribou they would eon- 
tinue to kill then: as feng as there was 
one left, stopping only to pile stones 
around the Then, taking 
their families they would camp along 
the trail of slaughter, remaining at one 
place until all the within 
reach had been eaten, 

During the past summer Mr. Whit- 
ney was engaged in a hunting trip on 
the east coast of Baffin’s Land. A 
boat was purehased for the purpose 
and they put in to shore in the regions 
where musk ox and other .big 9 game 
could be found in abundanee, Over 
{00 musk ox were shot, and several 
polar bears were captured, One young 
musk ox and two polar bears were tak- 
en to Bronx park, New York. 

Referring to recent press dispatches 
Mr. Whitney said that he did not con- 
sider the experiment of Dr. Grenfell in 
intorducing Lapland reindeer in North- 
ern Labrador would be altogether suc- 
eessful. For travelling over snow or 
snow covered ice the raindeers would 
be satisfactory, he thought but for 
travelling over newly frozen Jands or 
coing far out to sea the dogs were the 
most satisfactory.
